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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

The method of group II can be practiced by another and 
materially different apparatus, such as a device without a processing means adapted to 
store and/or process X-ray image data where the data can be interpreted manually or 
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by hand. The use of group III can be practiced by another and materially different 
apparatus, such as a device without an X-ray emitting means, X-ray sensing means, 
and processing means.
